Australian invaders pushed across 
heavily mined areas Unlay toward the last remaining J a p ­ 
anese-held oil field in southeast Borneo, guided By the tower­ 
ing fires of Koealasamhodja. a large refinery and pumping 
station put to the torch by retreating Nipponese. 
I he battle-hardened Seventh Australian Infantry oc­ 
cupied th** remaining Japanese-held part of Halikpapan yes­ 
terday. overran Manggar airfield in a ftve-mile advance to 
the northeast and plunged on toward the great salt-marsh 
oil fields of the Samarinda district. 
The Samarinda fields are approximately 55 air miles 
northeast of Halikpapan, now a giant junk pile of burned and 
blasted refinery equipment and oil pipes. 
15,(190 Allies Ashore, Says Tokyo 
Koealasambodja, on the pipe line approximately halfway 
between Halikpapan and Samarinda, is on the coast. 
(Radio Iokyo said today that the Allies hail poured 
ashore 15,000 men by Wednesday. It claimed the Japanese 
garrison bad inflicted 2,(HH) casualties up to Tuesday, but 
Allied sources had reported casualties as light. 
(The enemy broadcast rejiorted daily strafing of J a p ­ 
anese positions by an average of 150 fighter and bomber 
planes, with "persistent" night naval bombardment. Tokyo 
claimed that despite furious Allied attacks the garrison was 
fighting spiritedly.) 
Pitted and cratered roads from bombardments, booby 
traps and land mines left by the enemy constituted most of 


th e hazards encountered by the hard-driving Diggers as 
they doggedly expanded their invasion area 
f ont rot Two Main Airbase* 
'I’he capture of Manggar with its two 4.000-foot runways 
gave the Allies control of the only two worthwhile airbase* 
in the Halikpapan arca. Sepinggang airstrip, already in use 
by the Australians, fell early this week 
American minesweepers were busy clearing Halikpapan 
bay. 
Columns of Aussies swept through the main industrial 
and dock areas of th e port, then smashed remaining Japanese 
in 
t h e Pandansari refinery region on the left flank and 
sloshed through the swampy Pandansari river to the native 
quarters of the town. A flanking movement from the ridge* 
to the north knocked out Japanese field pieces which had 
been shelling the advancing Diggers.

Throughout the rest of the war 
there were charges by the Allies 
th a t Axis ships were being serviced 
at Tangier, th at Axis submarines 
were operating out of there, and 
th at German and 
Italian agents 
swarmed the zone like ants. 
T hat brings us up to the present 
proposal that Tangier be returned 
to the status of a neutral inter­ 
national zone. Presumably because 
of Franco’s unilateral action in 1940,
